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Sandinista  government 
prepares  for  invasion 


MANAGUA,  Nicaragua  (AP)  —  The  Sandinista  government, 
following  up  it*  warnings  of  a  U.S.  invasion,  deployed  tanks  in 
strategic  areas  in  and  around  the  capital  Monday  and  put  its 
armed  forces  on  combat  alert. 

In  a  communique  read  over  nationwide  radio  at  3:30  a.m.  (4:30 

a.m.  MST),  the  Defense  Ministry  announced  the  state  of  alert 
ordering  troops  to  be  ready  to  move  anywhere’ at  anytime. 

Although  the  communique  did  not  mention  the  United  States 
by  name,  Nicaraguan  officials  over  the  past  two  weeks  have 
insisted  that  a  U.S.  invasion  is  “imminent." 

U.S.  State  Department  spokesman  John  Hughes,  accompany¬ 
ing  Secretary  or  State  George  P.  Shultz  to  a  meeting  of  the 
Organization  of  American  States  in  Brasilia.  Brazil,  said  the  talk 
of  an  invasion  was  ‘absolute  nonsense." 

“A  state  of  alert  has  been  ordered  in  all  the  national  territory 
for  all  permanent  combat  units  on  land,  sea  and  air,  reserve  units 
and  the  Sandinista  militias,"  the  Nicaraguan  communique  said. 

It  also  announced  the  deployment  of  armored  and  mechanized 
units  of  land  forces  based  in  the  capital  and  said  reserve  troops 
and  militia  in  the  Managua  area  would  receive  combat  assign¬ 
ments. 

The  communique  urged  citizens  to  report  to  civil  defense  bri¬ 
gades  and  take  part  in  defense  operations  organized  by  the  fire 
department,  the  Rod  Cross  ana  the  health,  construction  and 
other  ministries. 

In  a  separate  communique,  the  dvil  defense  high  command 
cited  the  “seriousness  of  the  threats  of  military  aggression  that 
Nicaragua  is  experiencing"  and  issued  an  urgent  call  for  all 


Associated  Press  reporters  and  photographers  saw  at  least  20

Characteristics 
of  'Buck  Rogers' 
bank  forecast 


Better  preparation 
needed  for  teachers 


Characteristics  of  a  “Buck  Rogers" 
bank  of  the  future  are  predicted  to  be 
a  part  of  society  within  five  years, 
said  the  chief  executive  officer  of  Ben¬ 
jamin  Franklin  Savings  and  Loan 
Association. 

Dr.  G.  Dale  Weight  said  banking 
hai  changed  more  in  the  last  five 
years  than  it  has  in  the  last  50.  and  it 
will  change  more  in  the  next  five 
years  than  it  will  in  the  following  100 
yearn. 

Weight’s  speech  was  part  of  the 
Executive  Lecture  Series  sponsored 
by  BYU’s  School  of  Management. 

Weight  said  the  traditional  concept 
of  banking  died  last  October  when 
banking  instititutions  started  being 
deregulated. 

Because  of  this  deregulation,  it  is 
becoming  harder  to  know  what  is  a 
banking  institution  and  whit  is.  not, 
Weight  said.  It  is  not  widely  known 
that  Sears  and  Roebuck  Inc.,  Pruden¬ 
tial  Life  Insurance  Co.  and  other  corn- 


person  might  need  to  go  to  the  bank 
only  12  times  in  his  entire  life. 

Weight  said  students  could  expect 
a  great  merger  movement  among 
banks  to  take  place.  This  would  cause 

many  small  banks  to  cither  merge 
with  larger  banks  or  go  out  of  busi¬ 
ness.  The  10,000  institutions  that  now 
exist  could  decrease  to  as  few  as  500. 

Weight  said  that  from  stronger 
banking  competition,  money  market 
interest  rates  would  be  maximized 
and  loan  interest  rates  would  be  mini¬ 
mized  to  benefit  the  client. 

Before  joining  Benjamin  Franklin 
in  1983,  Weight  was  president  and 
chief  executive  officer  of  Syracuse 
Savings  Bank  in  New  York.  He  also 
has  been  vice  president  and  senior 
administrative  and  operating  officer 
for  Federal  Home  Loan  Bank  in  Pitt¬ 
sburgh.  and  assistant  vice  president 
of  aominist-ation  and  operations  at 
the  Federal  Reserve  Bank  in  Cleve- 


Stranded  family  rescued 
from  snow-blocked  canyon 


Three  people  visiting  a  cabin  in 
Spanish  Fork  Canyon  were  rescued 
Friday  afternoon  in  Mineral  Basin  in 
the  canyon. 

Robert  K.  Oscarson,  423  S.  1500 
East,  Pleasant  Grove,  his  wife,  Nan¬ 
cy,  and  their  5-year-old  son,  Camer¬ 
on,  were  reported  missing  earlier  by  a 
relative. 

According  to  the  police  report,  the 
Oscarson  family  drove  to  the  Mineral 
Basin  area  Thursday  where  they  have 

a  cabin.  Because  of  a  snowstorm, 

their  4-by-4  pickup  truck  got  stuck. 
The  snow  fall  continued,  dumping  ab¬ 
out  4  feet  of  snow  and  stranding  the 
family. 

The  Utah  County  Sheriffs  Office, 
the  U.S.  Forest  Service,  the  SCAT 
Team  and  the  Jeep  Patrol  responded 


using  a  “snow  Cat”  from  Utah  County 
Maintenance  and  were  able  to  bring 
the  Oscarson  family  and  their  vehicle 
out  of  the  canyon. 

No  injuries  were  sustained. 

Oscarson  said,  "We  were  in  a  pick¬ 
le.  We  couldn't  have  gotten  out  with¬ 
out  them.  We  went  to  cut  Christmas 
trees  on  private  ground  and  made  it 
all  the  way  up  without  chains,  turned 
around  and  tried  to  get  out  and  got 
stuck. 

“We  stayed  in  the  cabin  and  were 
comfortable  but  didn’t  have  enough 
blankets  because  we  had  not  planned 
on  it. 

“It  would  have  been  a  mistake  if  I 
had  tried  to  hike  out  due  to  the  depth 

of  the  snow.  I  am  familiar  with  the 

country,  but  I  have  never  been  hit  by 
a  storm  so  fast  and  hard,”  he  said. 


CSU  dean  cites  some 


The  installation  of  more  rigorous 
programs  in  teacher  preparation  and 
certification  should  lead  to  better- 
qualified.  more  highly  skilled 
teachers,  according  to  the  dean  of 
education  of  California  State  Uni¬ 
versity  at  Long  Beach. 

Schooling  and  teacher  education 
have  been  the  subjects  of  criticism 
since  the  1960s,  said  John  P.  Sikula 
Thursday  at  a  meeting  of  the  BYU 
chapter  of  Phi  Delta  Kappa  —  an 
organization  intended  to  promote  the 
advancement  of  education. 

"Some  of  the  weaknesses  of  teacher 
education  are  being  popularized,” 
said  Sikula.  "But  that's  a  healthy 
situation." 

The  attention  is  desirable,  he  said, 
because  a  resulting  attempt  to  iden¬ 
tify  the  problems  has  led  to  reform 
proposals  being  implemented  in  some 

states. 

The  recruitment  of  more  capable 
people,  stricter  requirements  for  stu¬ 
dents  in  education  programs  and 
higher  salaries  for  teachers  are  some 

aestions  that  can  improve  the 
ty  of  the'  teachers. 

'  “There  is  Increasing  evidence  we're 
not  as  academically  able  today  as  we 
used  to  be,’’  Sikula  said.  “Unfortu¬ 
nately,  the  best  and  the  brightest  arc 
not  choosing  teaching  as  a  career." 
For  a  number  of  years  the  SAT 


education  weaknesses 

scores  of  education  majors  have  been 
lower  than  the  national  average,  he 
said.  The  trend  reversed  itself  for  the 
first  time  in  1983. 

The  number  of  students  who  enter 

education  need  to  fulfill  more  strin¬ 
gent  requirements,  he  said. 

In  the  past,  education  majors 
across  the  country  usually  needed  an 
overall  GPA  of  2.0  to  be  admitted  into 
their  programs.  There  is  now  a  lean¬ 
ing  toward  stricter  requirements,  re¬ 
flected  by  the  minimum  GPA  of  2.6 
demanded  by  BYU's  College  of 
Education. 

There  has  been  a  thrust  for  more 
testing  to  determine  the  qualifica¬ 
tions  of  the  teachers. 

“1  personally  am  a  little  taken 
aback  at  the  amount  of  testing  that's 
been  suggested,"  Sikula  said.  Howev¬ 
er,  he  agreed  suoh  testing  would  en¬ 
sure  the  presence  of  basic  com¬ 
munication  skills  and  general  know¬ 
ledge. 

Twenty-one  states  now  plan  to  test 

candidates  for  admission  into  teacher 
preparation  programs,  he  said.  It  is 
the  responsibility  of  the  arts  and  sci¬ 
ences  departments  to  help  students 
gain  a  broad  background. 

As  a  result  of  the  proposed  mea¬ 
sures,  teachers'  salaries  should  go  up. 

“It's  the  basic  law  of  supply  and 
demand,"  Sikula  said.  “We’ll  have 
fewer  teachers,  but  they'll  be  better 
qualified."

New  onion  gets  milder 
the  longer  you  store  it 


WASHINGTON 
(UP1)  —  A  breeder  of 
onions  has  developed  a 
new  variety  that  becom¬ 
es  milder  in  flavor  when 
stored  at  low  tempera¬ 
tures,  aacording  to  the 
U.S.  Department  of 
Agriculture. 

The  onion,  called 
“sweet  sandwich,"  was 
developed  by  Clinton  E. 
Peterson,  a  plant  breed¬ 
er  for  USDA’s  Agri¬ 
cultural  Research  Ser¬ 
vice.  Peterson  adapted 
the  onion  specially  to  be 
grown  in  the  eastern 
United  States. 

The  USDA  reports 
that  the  new  onion  out- 
produced  15  other 
varieties  last  season. 
When  harvested,  each 
bulb  was  equally  mild, 
improved  in  flavor  while 
stored,  and  was  stri¬ 
kingly  uniform  in  shape. 

Tests  also  showed 
that  the  bulbs  softened 
slightly  when  stored  for 


four  months,  but  did  not 
sprout  roots  or  become 
diseased.

“The  Bible  is  not  a  myth” 

The  modern  awareness  of  religious  diversity  has  enabled  researchers  to  study  religions 
comparatively.  Many  primitive  myths  and  rituals  center  upon  forms  of  violent  action  and  sacrificial 
immolation  quite  similar  to  many  violent  events  In  the  Bible  and  to  the  passion  of  Jesus. 

Since  the  dawn  of  modern  times,  unbelievers  have  eagerly  sought  and  emphasized  this 
comparative  evidence  whereas  believers  have  minimized  and  avoided  it.  The  common  assumption  is  , 
that  these  similarities  can  only  undermine  Jewish  and  Christian  beliefs  in  the  uniqueness  of  the  Bible. 

The  opposite  is  true.  The  same  social  violence  behind  all  fundamental  religious  texts  is  the  one  j 
basis  upon  which  the  idea  of  biblical  uniqueness  can  make  sense  in  the  field  of  social  anthropology. 

On  social  violence  only  two  perspectives  are  possible:  one  is  the  perspective  of  the  persecutors 
unanimously  arrayed  against  their  victim;  the  other  is  the  perspective  of  that  same  victim;  and  it  is  the 
perspective  of  the  Bible.  ^ 

No  myth  will  explicitly  present  itself  as  the  perspective  of  the  persecutors,  but  this  blindness  is  'A 
part  of  a  mythological  illusion  that  the  biblical  perspective  shatters. 

Comparative  religion  has  failed  to  acknowledge  this  superiority  of  the  biblical  perspective.  It 
remains  lost  in  a  dream  of  “science  and  objectivity”  which  is  the  modem  myth  par  excellence,  the 
myth  of  a  middle  ground  between  the  persecutors  and  the  victim  that  cancels  out  the  differences 
between  the  infinite  diversity  of  the  persecutors'  delusions  and  the  uniqueness  of  the  victim's  truth'. 

Not  only  is  the  Bible  not  a  myth;  it  is  the  source  of  whatever  “demythologization”  has  occurred  in 
our  world  and  will  occur  in  the  future.

Laffertys'  actions 
hard  to  decipher 

Utahns  who  are  even  slightly  informed  about  current  events  are 
aware  of  the  details  and  progress  of  the  Lafferty  case,  and  have  heard 
about  the  brothers’  news  conferences,  their  determination  to  act  in 
their  own  defense,  and  the  “revelation"  they  have  released  to  the  news

The  question  is,  do  the  Laffertys  really  want  a  fair  trial?  Their 
actions  seem  to'indicate  the  opposite. 

Constitutionally,  defendants  have  a  right  to  a  speedy  public  trial  by 
an  impartial  jury.  The  Laffertys,  for  reasons  only  they  understand, 
repeatedly  taken  actions 
"that  would  make  finding  impar¬ 
tial  jurors  more  difficult. 

They  asked  for  and  were  re- 
nPIMlAM  fused  a  change  of  venue,  and 

shortly  afterward  released 

— — - - - their  “revelation,”  seemingly  in 

an  attempt  to  force  the  trial  to 

be  moved  to  another  place. 

They  have  manipulated  the  news  media  and  the  system  in  order  to 
publicize  aspects  of  their  case  that  should  have  been  saved  for  the  trial. 

Reporters  close  to  the  case  believe  the  brothers  have  done  this  to 
create  a  forum  for  their  religious  beliefs,  and  that  they  want  the  public 
to  be  aware  of  all  details  of  the  case  so  that  they  can  decide  for 
themselves  whether  the  Laffertys  are  guilty  of  a  crime  or  not. 

Certain  members  of  the  news  media  allowed  this  to  happen,  citing 
‘the  public's  right  to  know.”  According  to  the  code  of  ethics  of  the 
Society  of  Professional  Journalists,  “The  public’s  right  to  know  of 
events  of  public  importance  and  interest  is  the  overriding  mission  of 
the  mass  media.” 

This  includes,  in  the  case  of  a  crime  story,  background  information 
on  the  defendants,  charges  against  them,  and  circumstances  surround¬ 
ing  their  arrest. 

According  to  the  statement  of  principles  of  the  Bench,  Bar,  News 
Media  and  Law  Enforcement  Agencies  of  the  State  of  Utah,  “It  is 
improper  for  members  of  the  Bench,  Bar,  News  Media  and  Law 
Enforcement  Agencies  to  make  available  to  the  public  any  statement 
or  information  for  the  purpose  of  influencing  the  outcome  of  a  criminal 
trial.” 

It  is  during  the  pre-trial  period  that  the  most  public  attention  is 
focused  on  a  case,  and  it  is  then  that  there  is  the  greatest  danger  to  a 
fair  trial. 

Whatever  the  Laffertys’  reasons  have  been,  they  should  not  be 
allowed  to  further  manipulate  the  press  and  the  system.  Then  their 
own  actions  would  not  endanger  their  right  to  a  fair  trial. 

In  addition,  the  media  should  no  longer  permit  themselves  to  be 
manipulated.

Where  there's  smoke  there's  death 


The  United  States  government 
does  its  best  tc  protect  its  citizens 
from  dangers  present  in  everything 

from  the  air  we  breath  to  the  soda  pop 
we  drink.  Federal  regulations  have 
cleaned  up  the  atmosphere  and  taken 
the  cyclamates  out  of  Kool-Aid.  So 
why  Is  it  still  legal  to  poison  your 

neighbors  with  cigarette  smoke? 

A  recent  study  by  the  Environmen¬ 
tal  Protection  Agency  estimates  that 
between  600  ana  5,000  non-smokers 
die  each  year  of  lung  cancer  caused  by 
other's  smoke. 

When  a  crazed  gunman  shot  down 
21  people  in  the  McDonalds  Massacre 
earlier  this  year,  the  nation  was  re¬ 
volted  by  the  extent  of  the  tragedy. 
But  while  the  government  sits  idly 
by,  as  many  as  50  times  that  number 
of  Americans  are  murdered  each  year 
by  cigarette  smoke. 

The  EPA  study  says  that  “passive' 


tobacco  smoke  is  the  country’s  most 
dangerous  airborne  carcinogen,  even 
if  the  lower  figure  of  500  is  used.  The 
second-leading  carcinogenic  pollu¬ 
tant,  coke-oven  emissions,  is  re¬ 
sponsible  for  only  150  deaths  a  year. 

The  Surgeon  General  of  the  United 
States,  in  his  annual  report  on  the 
health  effects  of  smoking,  said  there 
is  “very  solid"  evidence  that  non- 
smokers  suffer  from  from  lung  dis¬ 
ease  caused  by  exposure  to  others’ 
cigarette  smoke.  The  media,  heavily 
subsidized  by  the  tobacco  industry, 
also  hesitates  to  cover  this  basic 
health  issue  in  the  depth  it  deserves. 

Not  surprisingly,  the  tobacco  in¬ 
dustry  disputes  the  reports  of  the 
EPA  and  the  Surgeon  General. 

“It’s  totally  insupportable,"  an  In¬ 
dustry  spokesman  said.  “I  tend  to 
think  that  this  study  Is  like  a  house  of  . 
cards;  when  the  underpinning  is  pul¬ 


led  out,  the  whole  paper  falls  apart." 

Of  course,  the  fact  that  the  leaders 
of  the  tobacco  industry  are  making 
millions  of  dollars  from  the  death  and 
disease  of  others  probably  influences 
their  point  of  view.  These  are  the 
same  guys  who  still  refuse  to  accept 
that  smoking  causes  cancer,  despite 
the  mountains  of  evidence. 

A  recent  newspaper  advertisement 
paid  for  by  one  of  the  tobacco  com¬ 
panies  “in  the  interest  of  common 
courtesy"  provides  the  points  of  view 
of  both  smokers  and  non-smokers. 
The  smokers'  side  says,  “We’re  doing 
something  perfectly  legal,  yet  we're . 
often  segregated,  discriminated 
against,  even  legislated  against. 

“We’re  not  criminals.  We  don’t 
mean  to  bother  or  offend  you.  And  we 
don’t  like  confrontations  with  you. 


feelings.  We  just  want  you  to  respect 
our  rights  and  feelings  as  well.” 

Unfortunately,  one  person's  rights 
end  when  another’s  safety  is  jeopar¬ 
dized.  Smokers  have  no  right  to  en¬ 
danger  the  health  of  others. 

This  is  not  a  question  of  “common 
courtesy"  —  this  is  a  question  of  life 
and  death.  Non-smokers  shouldn’t 
worry  about  the  feelings  of  smokers 
—  they  should  insist  smokers  put  out 
their  cigarettes  in  public  and  allow 


anyone  else  with  them. 

And  as  for  smokers  doing  some¬ 
thing  "perfectly  legal,"  that  should  be 
changed.  The  federal  government 
should  immediately  act  to  protect  its 
citizens  by  outlawing  smoking  in  all 
public  places.

Accurate  polls  are  a  good  indicator  of  political  opinion  around  elec-  Rise  and  shout  the  headlines  are  out 


Accurate  polls  are  a  good  indicator  of  political  opinion  around  elec¬ 
tion  time.  F  or  candidates,  results  of  polls  can  gauge  their  standing  and 
inform  them  of  the  successes  or  failures  of  their  campaigning.  But  how 
about  polls  on  election  day? 

Is  it  ethical  to  publish  hourly  results  of  the  way  elections  are  going? 
By  the  time  the  polls  close  on  the  East  Coast  results  are  practically 
viewed  as  final.  Voters  in  western  states  may  feel  that  their  vote  is 
useless,  and  refrain  from  voting. 

For  example,  last  Tuesday  Mondale  supporters  in  California  might 
have  chosen  not  to  vote,  since  the  presidential  race  was  apparently 
unwinnable.  On  the  other  hand,  in  the  second  congressional  district  in 
Utah,  voters  aware  of  the  polls  would  probably  have  been  influenced 
positively  to  make  their  vote  count.  With  the  race  so  close  between 
Farley  and  Monson  literally  every  vote  was  important. 

This  year  it  was  decided  that  the  winner  would  not  be  called  until  all 
the  results  were  in.  But  in  ouch  an  uneven  presidential  race,  did  it 
matter  that  President  Reagan  wasn't  declared  the  winner  until  all  the 
results  were  in?  All  the  polls  indicated  that  he  would  have  a  landslide 
victory.  How  can  it  be  determined  what  effect  the  published  specula¬ 
tions  of  a  poll  have  on  the  voting  body? 

KBYU  sponsored  an  exit  poll  Nov.  6  that  did  not  publish  its  results 
until  after  the  results  of  the  election  were  in.  The  poll  was  a  project  of  a 
political  science  class  in  public  opinion.  The  results  were  more  accurate 
than  those  of  any  other  poll  conducted  in  Utah. 

BYU  students  were  joined  by  students  from  colleges  throughout  the 
state  to  conduct  the  exit  poll.  KBYU’s  poll  had  a  larger  scientific 
sample  than  any  of  the  other  polls,  and  KBYU  continued  polling  until  8 
p.m.  when  the  polls  closed.  Another  factor  that  aided  in  the  success 
was  KBYU’s  sample,  which  was  devised  by  statistics  students. 

Despite  the  value  of  exit  polling  as  an  academic  exercise  we  question 
whether  allowing  data  to  be  used  for  making  predictions  about  winners 
and  losers  is  in  the  best  interests  of  the  electorate.  Must  we  continue  to 
allow  the  profit  and  ratings  oriented  networks  to  continue  to  wrap  the 
First  Amendment  around  them  when  it  invites  government  regula¬ 
tion?  From  where  we  sit  we  have  yet  to  be  convinced  that  exit  polling 
makes  a  meaningful  contribution  to  the  democratic  process. 
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Brigham  Young  University  over  the  years  has 
been  a  school  noted  for  excellence.  Not  just  in  the 
’80s.  Throughout  its  history  it  has  been  known  for 
producing  fine  citizens,  scholar*  and  athletes. 

Today  BYU  is  in  the  headlines  —  not  just  in  the 
local  papers  but  the  national  media  as  well. 

This  coverage  is  generally  favorable  as  BYU  is 
seen  in  the  eyes  of  the  nation  as  a  squeaky-clean 
school  which  has  a  flair  for  producing  million  dollar 
quarterbacks.  However  there  are  some  items  that 
make  the  headlines  or  broadcasts  that  BYU  would 
.  rather  have  buried  at  the  base  of  Mt.  Timpanogos. 

CBS  Sports  broadcasters  informs  viewers, 
watching  a  regional  telecast  of  a  Chicago  Bears 
football  game  a  few  weeks  ago,  that  when  Chicago 
quarterback  Jim  McMahon  in  his  third  year  out  of 
BYU  reported  to  sign  his  contract  with  the  Bears, 
he  stepped  out  of  a  limousine  with  a  beer  in  his 
hand.  Pat  Summerall,  the  play-by-play  announcer 
jokingly  stated  the  Bears  were  probably  shocked 
with  the  incident  since  McMahon  came  from  BYU. 

Basketball  Digest  writes  an  article  on  Danny 
Ainge.  In  the  article  Ainge  is  reported  to  be  a  case 
of  media  hype  concerning  his  basketball  skills.  The 
article  mentions  the  fact  that  Ainge  has  not  lived  up 
to  his  billing  as  a  scoring  star  out  of  BYU.  The 
article  also  mentions  the  Toronto  Blue  J  ays  associa¬ 
tion  and  that  Ainge  is  playing  basketball  about  as 
well  with  the  Boston  Celtics  as  he  did  baseball  with 
Toronto,  where  he  hit  below  .200.  Later,  SPORT 
magazine  lists  Ainge  on  its  All-Cry  baby  team. 

Notwithstanding  such  isolated  incidents,  the 
news  about  BYU  is  generally  regarded  as  favorable 
despite  the  Boy  George  and  Prince  bannings,  the 
testing  center  no  Levi's  policy  and  ASBYU  scan¬ 
dals,  the  school  is  looked  favorably  in  the  eyes  of  the 
real  world. 

Sports  Illustrated’s  latest  issue  (hitting  the 
newstands  today)  features  the  Cougar  football 
team.  In  the  article  SI  writer  Douglas  S.  Looney 
observes  the  new  fame  BYU  is  attaining. 


“Nonetheless,  the  word  is  out  on  BYU,  even  out¬ 
side  the  WAC.  Nobody  will  say  so  publicly',  but 
Minnesota  wants  out  of  its  commitment  to  play  in 
Provo  in  1987.  It’*  no  mystery  why.  Next  year 
BYU  opens  at  home  against  UCLA  and  Washing¬ 
ton.  Remember  that  BYU  whipped  UCLA  last 
jgeaTj  mid  the  Bruins  went  on  to  win  the  Rose 

Looney  went  on  to  list  the  teams  that  BYU  has 
beaten  in  the  last  few  years  and  the  list  should  open 
the  eyes  of  the  skeptics  of  the  nation's  football 
hierarchy.  These  teams  include  Texas  A  &  M, 
Georgia  (despite  losing  the  Cougars  outplayed  the 
Dawes),  Southern  Methodist,  Colorado,  Washing¬ 
ton  State,  Wisconsin,  Pitt,  Tulsa,  Baylor  and  even 
the  WAC's  own  Air  Force. 

Possibly,  despite  the  glaring  oversight  of  USA 
Today’s  latest  poll  to  rank  BYU  third  behind  Neb¬ 
raska  (a  loser  to  Syracuse  earlier  in  the  year)  and 
South  Carolina  (who  are  these  guys).  Hopefully, 
the  sportswriters  and  coaches  will  use  their  intelli¬ 
gence  in  selecting  this  week's  poll  position. 

SPORT  magazine  is  in  the  process  of  doing  a 
feature  on  the  Cougars  as  well.  The  Sporting 
News,  considered  by  many  as  the  athlete's  bible, 
recently  ran  a  story  on  Cory  Snyder,  the  all-

While  the  news  of  other  famous  BYU  graduates 
aren't  as  common  as  (be  athletes,  there. are__pler.W 
of  grads  making  big  news  in  the  butifiHs  woriii.it 
is  becoming  common  knowledge  that  corporation: 
are  looking  closely  at  BYU  graduates.  These 
businesses  sec  the  code  of  honor  and  the  standards 
that  students  attain  and  are  immediately  in¬ 
terested  in  the  quality  of  these  future  employees. 
Companies  are  not  omy  looking  for  talent,  but  de- 

endabili  ty  and  cooperation  as  well  —  strong  points 
*  BYU  students  in  the  opinions  of  the  business 
world. 

The  truth  is  that  rarely  do  you  hear  about  gradu¬ 
ates  of  the  University  of  Utah  or  University  of 
Southern  Cal  having  their  schools  mentioned  in 
media'  coverage.  Mentioning  a  Catholic  or  Jew  is 
seldom  seen  in  the  newspapers.  However,  if  a  BYU 
graduate  or  member  or  the  LDS  Church  is  in  the 
newt  you  can  count  on  the  university  or  the  church 
being  given  a  prominent  place  in  the  article  or 
story.
